USDA NRCS in KY announces 
2013 Conservation Programs 


First application cut-off 
period for the Environmental 
Quality Incentives Program 
(EQIP) and Wildlife Habitat 
Incentives Program (WHIP) 
applications will be January 
18, 2013. 

The USDA-Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Ser¬ 
vice (NRCS) in Kentucky 
is encouraging landowners, 
farmers and producers to visit 
their local NRCS office now 
to receive information and 
apply for conservation tech¬ 
nical assistance and possible 
financial funding opportuni¬ 
ties. 

The application process 
for NRCS’s conservation 
programs is continuous, but 
funding selections are made 
at specific times through¬ 
out the year. The Kentucky 
NRCS first application cutoff 
period date for consideration 
for 2013 funds is January 18, 
2013. Applications received 
after January 18, 2013, will 
be held until the next appli¬ 
cation cut off period, which 
will be April 19, 2013. 

NRCS State Conserva¬ 
tionist Karen Woodrich an¬ 
nounced this month that tech¬ 
nical and financial assistance 
is available to eligible appli¬ 
cants for the Environmental 
Quality Incentives Program 
(EQIP). EQIP is a conserva¬ 
tion program that provides 
financial and technical assis¬ 
tance to farmers and ranch¬ 
ers who face threats to soil, 
water, air, and related natu¬ 
ral resources on their land. 
Through EQIP, NRCS devel¬ 
ops contracts with agricul¬ 
tural producers to voluntarily 
implement conservation 
practices. Persons engaged in 
livestock or agricultural pro¬ 
duction and owners of non¬ 
industrial private forestland 
are eligible for this program. 
Eligible land includes crop¬ 
land, pastureland, private 
non-industrial forestland, and 
other farm or ranch lands. 

EQIP offers several Na¬ 
tional and State Initiatives 
which include the Mississippi 
River Basin Healthy Water¬ 
shed Initiative, Seasonal High 
Tunnel Initiative, Organic 
Initiative, On-Farm Energy 
Initiative, Wildlife Initiative, 
and Forestry Initiative. Inter¬ 
ested land users should visit 
their local NRCS Office to 
find out what opportunities 
are available through each of 


these EQIP Initiatives. 

A second conservation 
program, the Wildlife Habitat 
Incentives Program (WHIP), 
offers opportunities through 
the Working Lands for Wild¬ 
life (WLFW), which focuses 
on the recovery of certain 
at-risk, threatened or endan¬ 
gered wildlife species while 
helping other vulnerable and 
game species that depend on 
similar habitat. In Kentucky, 
the Golden-winged Warbler 
is the species of concern for 
parts of three Kentucky coun¬ 
ties including Bell, Letcher 
and Harlan. 

All recipients of assis¬ 
tance are required to develop 
a conservation plan. Conser¬ 
vation planning is an inte¬ 
gral part of the conservation 
process. Landowners should 
work with a conservation 
planner to develop the plan 
based on the landowner’s 
operational goals to improve 
the productivity, sustainabil¬ 
ity and profitability of their 
operation. The conservation 
plan will serve as a roadmap 
to a variety of technical assis¬ 
tance and financial assistance 
through EQIP and WHIP, 
as well as other options 
available to the landowner. 
“We’re getting back to our 
roots with conservation plan¬ 
ning,” says Woodrich. “Con¬ 
servation planning is the vital 
first step in understanding 
natural resources on your 
land, and also understanding 
how technical and financial 
conservation assistance can 
be incorporated into your op¬ 
eration to help you help the 
land.” She said, “Now is the 
time to contact your local 
NRCS Field Office to devel¬ 
op a conservation plan.”

He also gives the fol¬ 
lowing names of people who 
lived in Germantown at that 
time: Vince Hamilton, Mi¬ 
chael Harmon, Rudolph 
Black, Sam Worthington, 
and Matt Worthington. 

We are enclosing the 
clipping previously men¬ 
tioned in the hope that it may 
also be of some assistance to 
you in tracing information 
regarding Mr. Brook’s birth. 

Anticipating an early reply,

Centenarian Says 
He Saw Lee Surrender 
Veteran George S. 
Brooks, who reckons he 
passed his hundredth birth¬ 


day two year ago and says 
he served General Grant as 
personal orderly in the Civil 
War, is under treatment at the 
DVA veterans’ home in Win¬ 
nipeg. He served with the 
Canadian forces in the First 
Great War. 

Brooks recalls the sale of 
his coloured mother on the 
slave auction block. He was 
bom into slavery himself at 
Brooksville, Kentucky, and 
followed Grant’s army as a 
youth. 

Lee’s surrender is re¬ 
called by the aged man, who 
says he was standing near 
Grant when the Confederate 
leader approached unsheath¬ 
ing his sword and thmsting it 
into the sandy soil almost to 
the hilt while he stood wait¬ 
ing for Grant to approach. 
The latter ordered Lee to re¬ 
place his sword and to walk 
to him as a surrendering of¬ 
ficer, Brooks says. 

Still a big man, Brooks 
still retains all his facul¬ 
ties, reads newspapers daily 
and keeps up with current 
events.

We may go to the ends of the 
earth or hide out in a cave to escape 
punishment, but the true punishment is with 
us always, deep in our soul, and we cannot 
hide our soul from God, or ourselves. So, we 
should confess our sins to God and to man, 
and face up to the crimes we may have 
committed.

• Adopt a physically 
active lifestyle with at least 
150 minutes of moderate in¬ 
tensity or 75 minutes of vig¬ 
orous exercise activity each 
week. 

• Consume a healthy 
diet, with an emphasis on eat¬ 
ing at least 2.5 cups of veg¬ 
etables and fruits each day. 

• Limit consumption 


of alcoholic beverages to no 
more than one drink per day 
for women or two per day for 
men. 

Avoiding tobacco prod¬ 
ucts altogether is one of the 
most important steps to a 
healthier body. Tobacco use 
remains the single largest 
preventable cause of cancer 
and premature death in the 
country. Quitting smoking 
can add up to 10 valuable 
years to a person’s life.

We did and are now waiting 
for warmer weather to take 
down the outside lights and 
decorations. Some of the 
outside lights have burned 
out so we will be taking them 
to Lowe’s in Maysville. A 
representative of Lowe’s 
said they would be accepting 
strings of lights for a good 
while so instead of trashing 
those uncooperative lights, 
recycle them at Lowe’s! 
There is a trash can in 
the ‘Returns Department’ 
marked for Christmas lights, 
but don’t let the trash can 
fool you.

This will be the first 
week since December 24 
that we will be able to empty 
and rotate the recycling 
trailers on a normal schedule. 
Wrapping paper, Styrofoam, 
and unbroken down boxes 
continue to be a problem 
in the trailers and we still 
get bags of trash, so there is 
nothing new going on with 
recycling! We definitely 
appreciate the efforts to 
recycle, but we need to take 
it a step further and follow 
the guidelines! Our sincerest 
appreciation is extended to 
those of you who take the 
time to recycle properly and 
those at the Recycling Center 
who do the sorting of the 
material appreciate you also! 
The next closing date for 
the Center is January 21 in 
observance of Martin Luther 
King, Jr.’s birthday. For 
Bracken County that means 
that trailers can be rotated but 
not emptied. 

Bracken County has 
received funding for the 
2013 Litter Abatement Grant 
that we applied for in the 
amount of $16,554.13. This 
figure is down from 2012 
and it has been on the decline 
for the last few years. Cut 
backs at the state level due 
to the economic slump also 
put a dent in county budgets. 
Expenses related to the trash 
pickups include the gloves 
and t-shirts provided to the 
groups and the disposal costs 


of the trash. These expenses 
cut into the total amount that 
can be used to actually clean 
the roads, but as we have 
said in the past, we expect 
these cuts to continue and it 
will be up to volunteers and 
organizations to keep the 
roads clean by participating 
in programs such as Adopt- 
A-Highway. We e-mailed 
Nancy Wood from District 
Six to send us information 
on the active Adopt-A- 
Highway Groups in Bracken 
and we haven’t received 
a reply. Generations and 
New Horizon Homemakers 
Groups as well as Fairview 
and Milford Christian 
Churches participated in 
2012 and we encourage other 
organizations to consider 
adopting a two-mile stretch 
of highway.
